We first took part in 
several patriotic leagues, and not 
until 1930 did we use the name, the 
Iron Guard. We adopted green 
shirts and called our headquarters 
the Green House, like the Brown 
House in Munich. 

“But our ideas, although similar 
to the Brownshirts’ and the Black- 
shirts’, were always much more re- 
ligious than theirs, more moral, 
more spiritual. We still consider 
ourselves as medieval knights. We 
have accepted Saint Michael as our 
guide because it was his flaming 
sword which vanquished Satan. In 
everything we do we are guided by 
Saint Michael. We are very mysti- 
cal.” 

From April 17, 1938, until May, 
Zelea-Codreanu was imprisoned in 
solitary confinement by the con- 
stabulary of Carol, to whom, with 
his consort Magda Lupescu, the 
Iron Guard chief referred in lan- 
guage so unmystical as not to be 
publishable in a family newspaper. 
The schism in the Iron Guard 
came accidentally before Carol’s po- 
lice killed the “Captain,” Corneliu 
Zelea-Codreanu. 

During the time the Captain was 
imprisoned at Jilava, his mother 
smuggied into his cell a list pre- 
pared by his father of seven names 
of Iron Guard lieutenants who had 
not yet been killed by the police, 
and asked him to select one to lead 
the organization during his own im- 
prisonment. The Captain selected 
Horia Sima as temporary leader 
because he was the newest lieuten- 
ant and therefore the least known 
to Carol’s police. 

After the Captain was killed his 
father named Sima to permanent 
leadership. “That was where [I 
made our first big mistake,” he told 
this interviewer frankly.

probably has some effect on some 
legislators who were wavering. 
The drowning-out of the speeches 
of the protestors by boos, hisses 
and thundering shouts from the 
machine politicians and Democratic 
job-hunters and job-holders unques- 
tionably has caused the more as- 
tute machine leaders much con- 
cern. 


One of the anti-machine group 
said he was convinced from talks 
with Democratic House members 
that Representative Lauf’s effort to 
prevent the reception of the pro- 
test petitions, signed by more than 
30,000 persons, was a grave blunder, 
which might change the entire: sit- 
uation. 


G. O. P. Return to Petition. 


The four Republican members of 
the “investigating” committee, who 
refused to permit Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick to represent them 
in the prohibition case filed by 
Donnell, filed late yesterday their 
return to Donnell’s petition, in 
which, for legal reasons, they were 
necessarily made respondents. They 
asked that the writ prohibiting the 
committee from continuing the in- 
vestigation be made final. 


The Republicans’ return com- 
pletely supported all the allegations 
of Donnell’s petition, in which the 
entire investigation plan was at- 
tacked as illegal and the legal ex- 
istence of the committee was at- 
tacked, 


In the return, the six Democratic 
members of the committee were ac- 
cused of conducting the commit- 
tee’s affairs in secret and without 
the knowledge of the Republican 
members. It was charged that the 
Democrats refused to permit the 
Republicans to know what ballot 
boxes were to be opened and re 
fused to permit the Republicans to 
know in whose custody the boxes 
‘would be placed. 


On “Sanctity of Ballot.” 


After setting out that it was the 
apparent intention of the Demo- 
crats to take charge of ballot 
boxes and hold them in the office 
of Representative Roy Hamlin of 
Hannibal, a Democratic member of 
the committee, the Republicans al- 
leged in their return: 


“If the said majority members of

As usual, the odds against the 
challenger are prohibitive and most 

of what betting takes place will 
hinge on the number of rounds 
Burman lasts. It will, of course, be 
a great surprise if the redhead 
manages to weather the entire 15 
rounds and loses by nothing worse 
than a decision. 

; The Deadly Louis. 
Depa an oceasional poor show- 

g, such as in his last bout with 
Al McCoy in Boston in December, 
Louis still has the boys buffaloed. 
They know that when Joe is 
“right” and for some vague reason 
feels like tearing a man apart, he 
is as deadly as rat poison. 

Few who saw it will ever forget 
what he did to Max Schmeling the 
second time they met, when slight- 
ing remarks by the German had 
kindled a hatred in Joe. He liter; 
ally tried to kill Schmeling and 
came fairly near doing it. He is 
supposed to harbor something of 
the same unkind feeling for Bur- 
man, and though a lot of it proba- 
bly is just press agent talk, still, 
it isn’t good to have Joe even a 
little mad. 

He is supposed to be sore at Red 
because Jack Dempsey said that 
he (Louis) couldn’t take a punch 
around the head. Dempsey owns a 
piece of Burman, and has made 
other uncomplimentary remarks 
about Louis in the last two ‘years 
while he has been trying to-maneu- 
ver Red into a fight with the 
champion. Now it all comes back 
on poor Red. 

Louis has trained long and earn- 
estly for this one. His managers, 
recalling that the champion didn’t 
move around very spryly in his 
bout with McCoy, have run him 
half to death over the snowy hills 
and his long, brown legs are back 
like they were before he discov- 
ered the joys of easy living. Pros- 
pects are he will be a tough man 
tonight. 

Except for these indications that 
Louis ig serious about knocking 
Burman loop-legged and intends to 
do nothing to jeopardize his big 
outdoor bout with Billy Conn next 
June, there would be a temptation 
to write a few paragraphs about 
Red's chances of winning tonight. 

Red Is Strong. 

Red is no bum. He is a genuine- 
ly good heavyweight, one of the 
world's four or five best, 26 years 
old and strong and willing. The 
fact that he won a decision over 
Tommy Farr here two years ago 
speaks for itself, even though some 
did think it was a peculiar decision. 
He hasn’t been stopped since 1936, 
when he was a light-heavy, and he 
has licked a lot of promising men 
since. then. The fact is that if he 
had not been managed by Dempsey 
he probably would have been given 
a shot at Louis long ago. The 
champion’s handlers have never 
felt like doing Dempsey any fa- 
vors. 

Burman thinks he can whip 
Louis, and he will be in there try- 
ing. If he had caught the cham- 
pion two months ago, the night of 
the McCoy fight, there might have 
been a sensation. But this is an- 
other night and another Louis; The 
crowd will have to get its money’s 
worth out of watching a great 
champion shuffle out and go to 
work with his fists. That in itself 
is perhaps the most thrilling sight 
in sports today.

question are set forth in the pre- 
pared statement which he submit- 
ted to the House committee. 
He bases his belief, he tells us, on 
two facts: First, that an invading 
army and its supplies cannot come 
by air but “must still be transport- 
ed by sea,” and second, that with 
10,000 thoroughly modern fighting 
planes and essential bases from 
Newfoundland and Alaska to South 
America, aviation would make “it 
more difficult than ever for a navy 
to approach a hostile shore.” Col. 
Lindbergh’s task was to answer the 
Setretary of the Navy who had 
pointed out that the American fleet 
would be greatly inferior to the 
combined navies of the triple Axis, 
once the British and French fleets 
were lost. The Colonel’s answer is 
that even with an inferior fleet the 
width of the ocean favors the Amer- 
ican. defense; add an air force to 
the defense and there is not “any 
danger of an invasion of this con- 
tinent.”

STE essence of the Lindbergh 

doctrine is that a hemisphere 
can be defended against over- 


seas attack from any combina 


tion of Powers by means of an in- 
ferior navy provided there is an 
air force with essential bases.

T is late afternoon in a great 

arena somewhat like the Chicago 

Stadium. Moveable chairs, now 
crowded with people, cover the cen- 
tral part.

Some 14,000 Nazis 
are packed into the Sportspalast 
for the only public ceremony on 
the eighth anniversary of Adolf 
Hitler’s appointment as German 
Chancellor. 

Preparations for the Reichs- 
fuehrer’s speech are made with the 
greatest secrecy, Although Hitler 
has failed to speak on only one 
Jan. 30 since he came to power, cor- 
respondents are warned early in 
the week that any speculation about 
whether there will be an appear- 
ance this year will be treated most 
seriously. Not until the Germans 
saw their morning newspapers did 
they know there would be a speech 
and nothing was said then of the 
place. 

Correspondents are asked to meet 
at the Propaganda Ministry. Many 
have guessed, but they do not 
know, their destination until they 
have actually arrived. 


Setting for Address. 


Meanwhile, the crowd has been 
recruited through the night and in 
the morning hours, by the party 
“cell” or “block” leaders, the Nazi 
equivalent of the precinct captain. 
About noon the doors are opened. 
Green uniformed policemen form 
lines along each side of the street. 
Later the S. 8S. Guard in their black 
uniforms make, shoulder to shoul- 
der, a passageway from the street 
through the doors, down the long 
central access of the hall, and to 
the stage. 

In the hall a band is playing, the 
same band which has performed 
for all these meetings since Propa- 
ganda Minister Joseph Goebbels, as 
district leader for Berlin, first held 
a meeting here in 1928. Large red 
banners with their black swastikas 
hang from the ceiling. The front 
of the stage itself is white. Above

In those 
feudal days, the soldier stood first, 
the farmer second, the merchant a 
humble third, A reflection of this 
view can be detected in a recent 
statement by Baron Kiichiro Hira- 
numa, Rightist leader, who pro- 
claimed to Japanese that they must 
return to the virtues of old Japan, 
He compared Japan to a precious 
jewel, its brilliance dimmed by the 
accumulated dust of liberalism and 
individualism. It is the aim of the 
present reform movement; he de’ 
clared, to brush off this dusty coat- 
ing and restore the luster of the 
gem beneath. :

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Some will say that a no-convoy limitation in the 
bill will indicate a lack of confidence in the Presi- 
dent. It indicates no such thing. The country has 
confidence in Mr. Roosevelt. 

Some will say that Hitler’s words provide the very 
reason why the limitation should not be included— 
why the President should be left with a free hand 
to deal with the Nazi dictator’s bluffs. 

But it is not necessary for the President to have 
this sweeping and potentially dangerous authority 
in order for him to deal with our foreign problems 
as they are posed today, by present circumstances. 

There is no question that the country is for taking 
risks to help England; it has been doing so for 
months. But the country has not said that it favors 
taking such: risks as almost inevitably would involve 
us in the war. 

The country has a right and duty to express its 
opinion and desires and to give sailing orders to the 
President. It is proper for the people to approve a 
tremendous grant of executive authority and at the 
same time to withhold authority to send our war ves- 
sels as convoys for supplies to Britain. 

If the situation changes, if the needs of Britain 
are such that the country wants to go beyond this 
position, legal adjustments can speedily be made by 
Congress. We know from 1933 how quickly our law- 
makers can act in a crisis. 

The best evidence that the American people are 
their own bosses will be for Congress to continue its 
consideration of the lease-lend bill on its merits and 
present needs. That also will be evidence—if Hitler 
needs evidence, and this we cannot believe—that this 
country is not going to be deflected in the slightest 
degree from its course by any foreign dictator. 

We repeat: although favoring the tremendous grant 
of power in the lease-lend bill, we believe that the 
no-convoy limitation should be written into it before 
it is passed.

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BOMBS AND HAIRPINS.

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ANOTHER ST. LOUIS HOUSING PROJECT. 

St. Louis’ opportunities for slum clearance, low- 
cost housing and elimination of metropolitan blight 
are greatly enhanced by the allotment of $3,500,000 
from the United States Housing Authority for a 
third project here, to house 650 to 700 families, an- 
nounced Wednesday at Washington. Two projects, to 
accommodate 1315 white and Negro families, are 
already under way, by virtue of loans totaling $6,984,- 
000 from the Government. In addition, downtown 
interests last month submitted to Washington a plan 
for a privately owned development, to cost $4,500,000, 
cover 15 blocks and house 900 or more families, 

The clearing of the large areas to be covered by the 
three approved projects and the one under consider- 
ation will mean removal of many blocks of unsightly, 
insanitary structures. The new buildings will mean 
healthful, modern shelter for hundr¢ds of families 
now living in the anciegt buildings. 

Most important of all in arresting civic decay, the 
projects are large enough to mean creation of entire 
new neighborhoods, with modern business structures 
in the blocks surrounding the mass housing groups, 
and the elimination of blighted sections to just that 
extent. Their use by the present slum-dwellers, how- 
ever, must depend upon the utmost efforts by the 
local Housing Authority to keep building costs down, 
so that the rents will be low enough for the economic 
groups now forced to live in the tenement areas. 

The three projects authorized represent, about $10,- 
500,000 in Government funds. This is a huge amount, 
but it need not mean that the local Housing Au- 
thority should rest on its laurels. It must not be 
forgotten that when Nathan Straus, Federal Admin- 
istrator, visited St, Louis in July, 1939, he promised 
this city at least $30,000,000 in Government loans if 
proper application were made. The defense emer- 
gency may mean a reduction in housing funds, but 
the city should be able to count on several more 
projects to assist its campaign for rehabilitating 
the older and now decaying sections,

The Case Against 'Tax-Exempts 


of

EW thornier issues are likely to be pre- 

sented to this Congress than the Treas- 

ury proposal to abolish tax-exempt 
bonds. This is a question cutting clean 
across political lines and reviving the peren- 
nial controversy over states’ rights in its 
most acute form—the control of the public 
purse. 

The suppression of the privilege of tax 
exemption on Government bonds, whether 
Federal, state or municipal, has been ad- 
vocated not only by President Roosevelt 
but by his three Republican predecessors. 
It is supported by Old Dealers and New 
Dealers, by liberal economists and Wall 
Street bankers. It is opposed by innumer- 
able state and city officials of all political 
shades, including two such dissimilar figures 
as Mayor LaGuardia of New York and Gov. 


| Bricker of Ohio. 


Recently a new drive on the problém of 
tax-exempts has been started by the Treas- 
ury with some of the steam generat@&l by 
the defense program. This, perhaps, is 
partly a matter of tactics, for ig the near 
future the ending of tax exemption might 
produce less in revenue than it would cost 
in the shape of higher interest rates. Never- 
theless, the huge prospective addition to the 
national debt does make more imperative 
the closing of this gap in the fiscal system. 

It is hardly necessary to argue that the 
tax-exempt bond is an anomaly in a country 
which has adopted the principle of pro- 
gressive taxation. When income tax is 
levied on the basis of ability to pay, with 
rates increasing as income rises, it is absurd 
to provide the wealthy with an escape from 
their fair share of the national burden. 

= * . 


Yet by investing all their capital in Gov- 
ernment securities, milHonaires can shut 
their doors on the tax collector; or, by a 
carefully calculated distribution of principal 
between tax-free and taxable securities, they 
can reduce their contributions to the reve- 
nue far below the amount payable were their 
full incomes subject to tax, Witness an. 
example quoted in the New York World- 
Telegram of Dec. 30, 1940: 

“Taxpayer A is a resident of New York 
State, and his income from his business last 
year was $224,441. Also he received $880,- 
408 in interest from wholly tax-exempt 
bonds. This would give him a net income 
of $1,104,849. On the $224,441 he would pay, 
according to 1940 rates, a New York State 
income tax of $17,441. Then he would pay a 
Federal income tax of $116,586. However, 
if that $880,408 in interest from Government 
bonds had not been tax-free, this same tax- 
payer A would have had to pay Federal 
and State income taxes totaling $818,386— 
$87,874 to New York State, $730, to the 
Federal Tr “ . 

‘Tax-exempt bonds not only offer an un- 
fair advantage to the man in the upper 
brackets, but they are positively disadvan- 
tageous to the man whose income is too 
small to be subject to income tax. If the 
latter has a few hundred dollars saved, he 
probably wants to invest in Government 
bonds, since these p him with the 
maximum of security. To him the tax- 
exempt feature is useless, but its existence 
means he must compete in buying his bonds 
with men to whom tax exemption is worth 
a large premium, In other words, the small 
man obtains a lower return from his invest-. 
ment than he would if there were no 
exemption. :

when combined with a progressive income 
tax, is that it encourages the wealthy to 
become government rentiers, and either re- 
strains them from investing in industry 
altogether or forces them to insist on an 
unusually high rate of profit. John W. 
Hanes, a Wall Street man and former Under- 
secretary of the Treasury, has pointed out 
that a person with a private income of 
$1,000,000 would .need to obtain a yield of 
12.5 per cent from private investments in 
order to make as much money, after pay- 
ing taxes, as he would gain by buying 3 
per cent tax-exempt securities. 

The wealthier a man is, the more a tax- 
exempt bond is worth to him, and the 
greater is the inducement to him to divest 
himself of his full share of the national bur- 
To an individual with a surtax net 
income of $4000 to $6000, a tax-free 3 per 
cent bond is equivalent to a taxable bond 
yielding 3.26. When the income is between 
$18,000 and $20,000, the equivalent income is 
4 per cent, and for an income between $300,- 
000 and $400,000, it is no less than 10 per cent. 


. * * . 
That, very briefly, is the case for the 


abolition of tax-exempts, but it must be rec- 
ognized that there is also a case against it 


‘arising from the fact that such securities 


are issued not only by the Federal Govern- 
ment but by states, cities and other public 
authorities. The right to issue 
bonds means that these authorities are 
able to borrow for public purposes at lower 
rates than would otherwise be possible. 

If this privilege is taken away from them, 
they will have to provide more money in 
their budgets for interest, and real estate 
and other loca] taxes may have to be in- 
creased. The Federal Government would 
also have to pay higher interest rates, but 
as existing issues of tax-exempts were re- 
funded, it would be compensated by taxation 
of the income not only of its own securities 
but of those of the cities and states. 

New York and other states levying income 
taxes would receive likewise an offset inas- 
much as they could collect on income de- 
rived from Federal securities. But there 
are 14 states without income tax, and this 
means of raising revenue is not open at all 
to cities and smaller subdivisions. . 

One solution might be to give municipal 
authorities the power to levy real estate 
taxes on Federal property. Growing na- 
tional intervention in economic affairs, in 
itself a necessary and inevitable develop- 
ment, involves an expansion in Federal real 
estate holdings. In the use of such property, 
the Government benefits from the various 
local amenities, but it does not contribute to 
taxation, and conse- 
quently when property passes from private 
to public hands, the burden, on the remain- 
ing local taxpayers increases. In communi- 
ties where Government holdings form a 
substantial share of the whole, this may 
m real hardship.

Washington’s Traffic Death Rate 
Lowest of Big Cities; St. Louis 6th 


CHICAGO, Jan. 31 (AP) —Wash- 
ington had the lowest traffic death 
rate among cities of more than 
500,000 population in 1940, the Na- 


tional Safety Council reported to- 
day. 

The nation’s capital had a rate 
of 10.8 per 100,000 population, fol- 
lowed by New York and Boston 
with 11.5 and Milwaukee with 11.6. 

In St. Louis 108 persons were 
killed in auto accidents last year. 

It ranked sixth in cities of more 
than 500,000 population. 

Kansas City, Dallas and Provi- 
dence, R. I., led the group of cities 
in the 250,000 to 500,000 population 
group with traffic death rates of 
6.0, 74 and 7.5, respectively. Dallas 
went without a traffic fatality for 
144 consecutive days. 

Among cities of 100,000 to 250,000 
population, Chattanooga, Tenn., was 


first with a rate of 4.7, New Bed- 
ford, Mass., and Hartford, Conn., 
next with rates of 6.3 and 6.6. 

In the 10,000 to 25,000 class, 
Fairmont, W. Va., Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., and Austin, Minn. had no 
deaths.

Child's Diet -o- 


OTHERS are hearing a great 
M cca: about the importance of 
Vitamin B (Bl) in the diet of 
their children, and for those who 
do not know which foods contain 
this important food force I write 
this column. 
Vitamin B (Bl) is essential be- 


cause it stimulates lagging appe- 
tites, promotes growth, aids di- 
gestion and the assimilation of 
food, helps build strong nerves, 
and aids skin health. It also has 
other values. 


Vitamin B (B1) is found in these 
foods: asparagus, beans, whole 
grains, lentils, liver, peas (dried), 
peanuts, peppers, nuts, spinach, 
yeast, grapes and oysters. It is 
found in smailer quantities in oth- 
er fruits and vegetables, bacon, 
beef, milk, and bread. 


It is estimated that children 
should have 75 units of Vitamin B 
daily—that means a child should 
have the equivalent of six ounces 
of whole grains daily. Of course 
no child could eat six ounces of 
whole grains daily so it should be 
fed an egg, some whole wheat 
cereal, a piece of liver with two 
or three vegetables. 

An adult should consume 250 
units daily of Vitamin B — the 
amount is found in 10 ounces of 
liver, 12 ounces of whole grains

and two and one-fourth ounces of 
tomatoes daily! So you get an idea 
of how much we are lacking in 
this important Vitamin. That is 
why physicians are prescribing 
concentrated vitamin capsules. 


If a child’s diet, or an adult’s | 


for that matter, is -very deficient 
in Vitamin B (Bl) certain signs 
of retarded health are evident. 
Physicians tell us that general 
weakness, nervousness, poor ap- 
petite, digestive disturbances and 
poor lactation are usually noticed. 
But it takes a physician’s skilled 
judgment "to determine which vit- 
amins are lacking in the diet so 
an ailing child or adult should 
most certainly be prescribed for 
by a physician.

Cream lard un- 
til smooth, gradually add _ three- 
fourths cup of the sugar, and con- 
tinue creaming unti] blended. Beat 
egg yolks until light and lemon- 
colored; add milk to beaten yolks. 
Add sifted dry ingredients and 
egg-milk mixture to creamed lard- 
sugar mixture alternately, beating 
well after each addition and be- 
ginning and ending with dry in- 
gredients. Beat egg whites until 
stiff and gradually beat in remain- 
ing sugar. Fold meringue and 
vanilla into the batter. Pour bat- 
ter into a buttered pan

NY of you young men of 30 or 

40 who feel tempted to curtail 

your physical activity because 
of the burden of your years, 
should devote a little quiet con- 
templation to 85-year-old William 
A. Rutledge, oldest member of the 
Y. M, C. A. gym classes, who still 
takes three workouts each week, 
just as he has done for the past 57 
years, Workouts that would send 
many a younger man panting and 
puffing to the showers. 

What makes Rutledge’s activity 
still more surprising is the dact 
that when he began this exercise 
routine at the age of 29, he was 
one of those puny, weak and run- 
down men that you see in the “be- 
fore taking” ads, and five doctors 
had agreed that he had less than 
a year to live, 

“I was in pretty bad health,” 
Rutledge told us, when we saw him 
after one of his exercise sessions. 
“I had a bad cough, and was spit- 
ting blood that doctors thought 
came from my lungs, though later 
on I found out it had only been a 
bad case of catarrh. 

“I was trying to get some insur- 
ance and the insurance company 
sent me to a young doctor just out 
of school. He examined me and 
didn’t find anything wrong with my 
lungs, but he turned me over to 


the senior doctor in the office and 
he said that everything was wrong 
with them, that one was entirely 
gone and the other partly gone. He 
called in four other doctors in the 
same building and they agreed that 
I couldn’t live more than six 
months or a year.” 

Figuring that he was living on 
borrowed time anyway, Rutledge 
determined to get something out 
of the remaining months. 

“I determined to live if I possibly 
could, and if I couldn’t, to get the 
most out of my time, so I started 
going to the ‘Y,’ the old ‘Y,’ that 
was at Twenty-ninth and Pine 
streets. I’d been a member of the 
association for several years and 
now I started going to the exercise 
classes. Dr. Nix was the physical 
director then, and with his help, I 
built myself up from 125 pounds to 
around 200 pounds. I don’t weigh 
that now; I weigh about 165. 

“Naturally I kept right on com- 
ing to classes. Exercise still does 
me good because it keeps me well, 
I haven’t been sick more than once 
or twice in the past 55 years, and 
right now I’m feeling very well.” 

And looking very well too, we no- 
ticed, Far from being puny now, 
Rutledge is robust and sturdy and 
looks considerably younger than 85.

“A lot of men have undergone 
operations or have such physical 
defects that they couldn’t take 
much exercise,” he said, “and I cer- 
tainly wouldn’t advise people with 
lung trouble to take up exercise. 
It just happened that in my case 
they were mistaken. 

“But I do believe it would help a 
lot of men to take regular exercise. 


Some people recommend that all 
men over 40 cut out exercise but I 
believe that while some of them 
shouldn’t take any, some others 
would be much better off. Taking 
as much as I do is.all a matter of 
keeping in practice. You can’t ex- 
pect to accomplish much in two or 
three days or a month. A lot of 
men of 30 or 40 can’t do the work 
that I can do. A lot of older men 
have tried and had to stop. 

“In our noon hour class there 


- are some men.in their 20s, and men 


all the way up to 60, with a few 
past 70. The younger ones are al- 
Ways very much surprised at how 
much I can do. I do a great deal 
less than I used to. My legs aren't 
so good any more.” 

“Yes,” Neaviles commented, “re- 
cently he asked me for some special 
exercises. He said his legs weren't 
as good as they used to be.

Against the actual four spade con- 
tract, West hit upon a remarkably 
lucky opening, namely, the deuce of 
diamonds. East’s queen was al- 
lowed to hold, and the diamond con- 
tinuation was taken by the ace. De- 
clarer now saw that success de- 
pended on one of two factors: 
Either to find a 3-3 club split, which 
would afford a discard of the heart 
queen, or a successful heart finesse. 
Since dummy’s spade ace could not 
remain as an entry, declarer prop- 
erly led a club and ducked in dum- 
my. East, after winning with the 
ten, rose nobly to the situation. He 
naturally viewed the passifig of a 
club with deep suspicion. The mere 
fact that East himself had clubs 
stopped again was no reason to re- 
lax; in fact, quite to the contrary. 
Declarer had bid very strongly and 
had been discovered to hold no 
more than the ace in diamonds and 
nothing in clubs. What was more 
likely than that he held both the 
ace and queen of hearts? If East. 
were to return a diamond, thus put- 
ting West on lead, declarer would, 
at his leisure, be able to draw 
trumps, then, discovering that the 
club suit did not break, proceed to 
ihs alternate line of play, the heart 
finesse. 

East scotched this by a very sim- 
ple maneuver. Instead of return- 
ing a diamond, he led a heart. Now, 
declarer’s two separate chances 
were abruptly boiled down to one, 
He had to decide then and there 
whether to try the heart finesse, or 
to play the ace in the hope that the . 
club suit would break and provide 
the vital discard. It was no dis- 
credit to the declarer that he 
guessed wrong, putting up the heart 
ace, and staking his success on a 
club break which failed to materi- 
slize.
